Man,  102,  Eager 
lo  Cast  Ballot 

Campbellford,  March  6— John 
Wesley  Sweet  of  Campbellford, 
marked  his  102nd  birthday  at 
the  home  of  his  son,  Wesley  R. 
Sweet  here  today.  Mr.  Sweet 
was  born  in  Napanee,  the  son  of 
the  late  David  Sweet  and  Sarah 
Cadman.  His  parents  came  to 
Canada  from  New  York  State 
during  the  war  of  1812. 

Mr.  Sweet's  wife,  Agnes,  died 
in  1941.  He  has  lived  with  his 
son  in  Campbellford  since  then. 
He  is  in  good  health  and  al- 
though his  eyesight  has  failed 
during  the  past  few  years,  his 
mind  is  alert  and  he  has  a  keen 
interest  in  current  events.  He  is 
looking  forward  to  casting  his 
ballot  in  the  March  31  elections, 
in  favor  of  his  son,  Wesley 
Sweet,  Liberal  candidate  for 
Northumberland.

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Ottawa,  March  6  (CP)— CCF 
Leader  Coldwell  said  tonight  if 
either  the  Progressive  ftpn- 
servatives  or  Liberals  are  elect- 
ed March  31  "we  will  be  back 
to  the  situation  where  the  peo- 
ple knock  in  vain  at  the  door 
of  the  government." 

He  said  the  only  way  to  in- 
sure that  control  of  Parliament 
will  rest  with  the  people  was 
to  elect  a  CCF  government. 
Election  of  a  Conservative  gov- 
ernment would  mean  a  return  of 
cabinet  government  instead  of 
parliamentary  government. 

His  speech  was  recorded  for 
broadcast  over  the  CBC's  Trans 
Canada  network. 

Mr.  Coldwell  said  Prime  Min- 
ister  Diefenbaker  called  a 
winter  election  because  the  Con- 
servative Party  is  "hungry  for 
power,  hungry  for  the  same  pow- 
er the  Liberal  cabinet  had  be- 
fore it."  It  wanted  a  meek  and 
subservient  majority  like  the 
former  Liberal  government  had. 

Mr.  Diefenbaker  said  he 
wanted  a  majority  but  "every- 
one knows  that  the  Conserva- 
tive cabinet  was  assured  of  a 
majority  for  any  good  legisla- 
tion that  might  be  introduced. 
In  fact,  the  majorities  in  favor 
of  the  government  on  any  of  its 
legislation  were  never  less  than 
100." 

The  CCF  leader  said  Mr. 
Diefenbaker  had  stated  that  the 
]a,st  Parliament  was  intolerable. 

"It  wasn't  intolerable  to  the 
people,"  Mr.  Coldwell  .said. 
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
